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Claim Objections 

4. Claim 13 is objected to because of the following informalities: It is believed that 
on linel 8 of the claim "determining with a sensor geometry of each" is in error for - 
determining with a sensor the form of each--. Appropriate correction is required. 

5. Claim 14 objected to because of the following informalities: On line 8 of the claim 
"the duplicate has having references" is in error for -the duplicate has the references--. 
Appropriate correction is required. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

7. Claims 13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. In claim 13 the applicant is claiming a section 
of the duplicate not attached to the base plate being imaged. Applicant does not 
provide support in the originally filed specification for support of imaging a section of the 
duplicate that is not attached to the base plate. 

8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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9. Claims 13-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. With respect to the referencing system being 
located on the duplicate, the method involving the support means is not clear. In claim 
13, the applicant is claiming only section of the duplicate being connected to a holding 
device for determining the geometry, the support means with this referencing system 
not being used. However in dependent claim 14, the applicant claims the duplicate 
being attached to the support means, then splitting both the duplicate and support 
means to make the duplicate sections. Since in claim 13, the applicant has claimed the 
duplicate sections comprising the referencing system on the duplicate section as not 
being attached to the support means, the claimed method with respect to this 
referencing system is not clear. With respect to claim 14, several steps including the 
steps of mounting the duplicate of the support means, measuring the section and 
matching up the data with the referencing data stored in the computer are previously 
claimed in claim 13, therefore the method with respect to the repeated steps in claim 14 
is not clear. Further in the claims the applicant has added the limitations "duplicate or 
duplicate/support means section." Applicant has defined on in the third paragraph on 
page 6 that the duplicate section is a model section and the section of the base plate 
make up the duplicate section; therefore, it is not clear what the applicant is trying to 
claim with respect to the two limitations. Further the claimed limitations must be 
consistent with the limitations in the specification. For example in claims 13-16, the 
applicant is claiming the duplicate being attached to a support means, however, in the 
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specification, the limitation is described as a base plate and not a support means. Also 
as discussed above with respect to the limitation duplicate/support means section which 
is described in the specification by the term duplicate section. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 17-26 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

1 1 . Further no prior art has been applied to claims 1 3-1 6, however, depending on the 
amendments made to overcome the 1 12 1st and 2nd paragraph rejections prior art may 
still be applied. 

Response to Arguments 

12. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
